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THAT KISSINGER INSISTED ON MORE HELP FOR THE ENCIRCLED 
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EGYPTIAN ARMY. 

CONTENTS OF THE MEETING WERE KEPT OFFICIALLY 
CONFIDENTIAL BY CABINET AIDES TODAY AS KISSINGER 
PREPARED TO FLY TO CAIRO FOR TALKS WITH PRESIDENT 
ANWAR SADAT. 

AN ESTIMATED 20,000 MEN OF THE EGYPTIAN THIRD ARMY ARE 
MAROONED ALONG THE SUEZ CANAL, LIVING ON FOOD AND WATER 
PERMITTED THROUGH ISRAELI LINES. WITHDRAWING ISRAELI 
FORCES TO POSITIONS OF OCTBER 22, THE DATE OF THE FIRST
